REGISTER OF STATE LAND OFFICE. 

A.N A.CT further defining the duties and powel'8 of the Register ef 
the State Laud Office, aud proTiding for a Seal. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted 7Jy tk Gen6'l'al.A88emlWy 
of the Stat6 of Iowa, That the State Land Office shall 
be kept open for business durin~ business hours, and 
shall have the personal supervislOn of the Register. 
The documents and records therein shall be subject to 
inspection, in the presence of the Register, by parties 
having an interest therein, and certified copies thereof 
signed by said IWgister, with the seal of said office at­
tached, shall be deemed prima facie evidence.()f the 
facts to which they relate in all the Courts of this State, 
and on request they shall be furnished by the Register 
for a reasonable compensation. 

SEC. 2. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State 
to furnish the State Land Office with a suitable and 
appropriate Seal upon which shall be engraved the 
woms, Seal Qf tk Stat6 Land O:l/ice Qf Iowa.
